To be prepared for sudden Illness in travel-

If one is away from 
homo under such circumstances without any 
way Of gutting needed remedies immediately, 
a few .simple things might prove of great 
value. Some way of heating water, milk, 
etc.; is most Useful. In many places, espe- 
cially in tliBcouiitry, there is no fire keptafter 
tho work is finished and it often requires so 
much time and. work to get hot water or hot 
things that it is considered more trouble than 
it is worth, and so people often go without 
when the things are really needed. There te 
sold now at most hardware stores a small al- 
lohol boater, which is perfectly safe to use if 
»ho directions are followed out. It consists 
of a shallow pan filled with asbestos, covered 
with wire and an iron frame which closes so 
that the whole thing can be packed in & 
small compass. The asbestos acts like a, 
sponge mid holds the alcohol which is poured 
into it. Thoro is a place above the flame to 
set. a tin cup, or, if it be desirable, to heat 
flannels, a flat pan can be heated over in on 
which the ilannels can be laid. No time 
or trouble is required more than lighting

Serious illness is often prevented by using thel 
right medicines at first It is extremely! 
dangerous to lie and suffer, perhaps all night, 
without having anything done to relieve 
pain. At this season it is not unusual for in-i 
flammatton of the bowels to follow sorao 
slight disturbance or an attack of indigestion 
if it is neglected, and it stands every one in 
hand to have a few simple remedies, at least,; 
with them ill traveling.

BOMS UNDER THE POPE 


What D. R. Locke ("Nasby") Has 
to Se.y of the mental Oity., 


(Toledo BlBde.) 


A. do?9n years have .worked a 


nighty change in Home. Twelve 
rears ago it was the sleepiest and the 
eaat progressive of the cities of En 
rope. If was a city of priests and 
nothing else. The Pope ruled it 
spiritually and temporally, and it was 
their interest to not have it progress. 
What thoy wanted waa a purely eccle- 
siastical city—a city devoted entirely 
» religion and religious establish- 
ments. They wanted no railroad^, 
no gas, no streets, no trade, corn 
merce or manufactures. 
It was a 


refnge for priests and nothing else. 
3ns wan first introduced into tbe 
city in 1358, and thirteen years ago 
the Corso, the principal street of the 
city, wat. only partially lighted. 


Tbe pavements were wretched, the 


buildings were shabby to a degree, 
nothing of nuy account Jdad been 
done to rescue the antiquities from 
destruction; in short, Borne was the 
harbor for priests, the seat of Papal 
power, and that was all. 


There were at that time 200 ruo- 


nasterieii in the city, the churches 
numberod nearly 600, and there was 
a horde of priests and friars who 
controllod the schools, such as they 
were, the hospitals, all the public 
works, and everything pertaining to 
the city and its government 


In 1870 the dream of the progres- 


sive Italians became a reality? and all 
Italy united under one government. 
Victor Itoaanuel, by the belp of Gar- 
ibaldi, »nd guided by the great Cav- 
onr, entered Home, made it the cap- 
ital of the Kingdom, and gave the 
city a municipal government, wrested 
bhe cortrol from the church and 
made Borne a city indeed. 


The taost of the monasteries, all 


but about twenty, were taken by the 
Government, payment being made 
to the church in bonds, and convert 
ed into schools or barracks, and laws 
were passed limiting their number. 
The Government left them enough 
houses to hold the number of monks 
it limitfid them to, but provided that 
no addition should be made to the 
number of inmates, and that when 
these should die out the property 
should go to the Government for 
public uses. The schools, especially, 
were cleaned of religious influence, 
and the church and state were per- 
manenily dissolved. 


The orders, as orders, wore for- 


bidden to acquire or hold property as 
under the Papal rule, the design of 
the Government being to so curtail 
their power that they should be sub- 
servient to the Government instead 
of controlling it as before. The dog 
proposed to waggle tho tail, and not 
the tai' the dog. It was a bitter 
struggle between the clerical and 
liberal parties. But the latter has 
complete possession of the field, and 
is likely to hold it. 


Pius, the then Pope, took all this 


in high dudgeon, and both he and 
his successor have ever since kept 
themsolves very closely in the Vati- 
can, posing before the Christian 
world as martyrs, at which Home 
laughs 


Immediately there began an era of 


improvement. 
There was at that

Major John T. Stuart, of Springfield, a 


prominent liiwyer, arrived in the city on 
Toepday and spent the night at the resi- 
dence of Judge David Davis. Major 
Stuart is the oldest practicing lawyer p 
the Bfete. ' He is aged 77, and is the lie»d 
ottbe celebrated firm of Stuart, Edwards 
& Brown. Thia is his -first visit to Bloom 


as JB, candidate for congreM, Bloomington 
and Spnjagfleld tben .being in the same 
district, In conversation with some of 
his friends yesterday he said he was pres- 
ent at the first court held in the then 
newlyorganized McLean county, which 
court was held in 1831, being in the spring 
of the same year in which the first town 
lots wire sold in Bloomington, the court 
being held in the Dr. Stipp log house on 
Qrove street—next door to the Hanna 
residence—which ia still standing, being 
the oldest boose in the city. This house 
was then owned by James Allin. The 
court on that occasion was held by Judge 
Lockwood, of Jacksonville, with whom 
Major 8t«srt~rode- OB horseback from 
Springfield to Bloomingtou, coming here 
as an attorney to practice in the court 
After that time he frequently attended 
court in Bloomington in company with 
Lincoln, Douglas, McDouga!, Baker, and 
others. Abraham Lincoln studied law 
with Major' Stuart; and between the two 
thereafter there existed the closest friend- 
ship. Major Stuart was appointed one 
of the executors of the Lincoln estate, 
Judge Davie being the other, and doubt- 
less business in connection with this tru4t 
brought the venerable lawyer to Bloom- 
ington. There is not a lawyer practicing 
at the McLean county bar, or at the bar 
of Sangamon county, who was in prac- 
tice at the time Major Stuart entered in- 
to public life. At the early age ot 26 
years he waa a member of the Illinois 
legislature^ and as early as 1838 was elect- 
ad to congress. In conversation he stated 
that he was on the site of the present 
Bloomington as early as 1829, at which 
time but two houses were visible upon all 
Ihis tract of prairie. From his earliest 
movement ia public Major Stuart has al- 
ways been held in the highest esteem, be- 
ing honored and respected for his great 
ibility and his pure and unspotted hfa 
ffe is a gentleman of the most elegant 
and courtly manners, and despite his ad- 
vanced age is a man of commanding ap- 
pearance. He IB a fine specimen of the 


•feet gentleman of the older school, 
ijor Stuart spent the hoars of his visit 


lere very pleasantly among old friends, 
and bade good-bye to the city yesterday
